I am definitely as guilty as 
the next person. Many times I 
get in the car to run a short 
errand and it never crosses my 
mind to put on my seat 
belt...after all, I’m just going a 
few blocks. I heard a statistic 
years ago, that the majority of 
accidents happen within a few 
miles from home. Seatbelts are 
not an option anymore, they 
are the law. 

It’s rather scary to think back 
when the kids were little and 
all the places we traveled with- 
out seatbelts on. I would be 
interested to know the recent 
statistics of lives saved by the 
use of seatbelts, especially 
those of children in child 
restraint seats. The horrible 
accident on 1-95 just this past 
week is a good case in point. 


The troopers told the driv@r of 
the semi-trailer truck that the 
ONLY reason his life was 
spared when his truck crashed 
through the median hitting 
several other cars was because 
he was wearing his seatbelt. By 
the photographs at the scene, 
the cab of the semi was difficult 
to identify due to the extent of 
damage done...it was literally 
shredded in pieces. 

In the high-speed collision 
that ended Diana, Princess. of 
Wales' life, only one person of 
the four in the car 
survived...and he was wearing 
a seatbelt. The French authori- 
ties suggest that it was the 
combination of the airbag and 
seatbelt he wore, that allowed 
the bodyguard to survive the 
horrible crash. Whether & 
belts in the back of the c:

shoulder harness type or mere- 
ly a lap belt, it's always safer to 
be wearing one than not...even 
though the force of hitting the 
belt can leave you bruised or 
Strain your neck, according to 
Tom Apple, a spokesperson 
with the New York State Dept. 
of Motor Vehicles.He says that 
you might get injuries, the 


seatbelt itself might give you 
strap burns, the thing is, you 
might be faced with the alter- 
native of having some strap 
burns and strained neck..or 
being dead." 

The chances of surviving a 
potentially fatal accident are 
improved about eight times by 
wearing a seatbelt, and for chil- 
dren, a car seat enhances the 
chances of survival 14-fold. A 
helpful tip is this: Don't brace 
for.an accident if you see it com- 
ing. One thing you can do is 
train yourself to relax and let 
the seatbelt do the job. A lot of 
people brace themselves, which 
is one of the worst things you 
can do. If you are sitting back 
and you brace yourself against 
the seat in front of you, you're 
liable to break your arm if you 
stop fast. Ail of us have heard 


stories of horrible accidents 
happening, but if the driver 
was intoxicated he might very 
well walk away with no 
injuries. He was in such a 
relaxed state that he had no 
thought of bracing himself to 
try to prevent injury and thus 
remained unhurt. 

Even a minor “fender-bender” 
accident can cause extensive 
damage to vehicles. Going' as 
slowly as 10 to 15 miles per 
hour and'hitting another object 
or vehicle can be devastating, 
let alone traveling at a higher 
rate of speed. Being a parent 
brings with it many responsi- 
bilities, one of which is safe- 
guarding your children in every 
way possible. Whatever it takes 
to remind you not only to 
Secure your children in their 
car seats and also "buckle-up" 


yourself, do it. Tie a ribbon on 
the rearview mirror or a yellow 
Post-it note to remind you to 
take care of yourself as well as 
your children.

The Windstar is also easy to 
get into and out of. It’s got a 
lower step that makes running 
boards unnecessary. Even in a 
dress and heels it was easy for 
me and my two girls and my 
mom to step in and step out. 

Worth a mention is the fact 
that the National Highway 
Transportation Administration 
(NHTSA) rates Windstar as “5 
star." Five stars indicated the 
best protection for vehicles in 
the same wéight class; the level 
of crash protection in a head-on 
collision. 

What this means is that the 
government rated the .Wind- 
star as a safe minivan, one that 
gives a high level of protection 
during a crash, as compared 
with minivans that were simi- 
lar in weight. 

Allin all, the 1998 Ford 
Windstar is a fine minivan and 
a great people mover, especial- 
ly for busy families with hectic 
schedules.

"This has 
major implications not only for 
our industry's vehicle makers 
and their süppliers, but also for 
the aftermarket that services 
and. maintains those cars and 
trucks."

Take These Simple Steps 
to Protect Your Family

(MS) — My wife and 1 have 
three small kids, so you don't 
have to explain to me how 
important sáfety is around the 
house. I thought I was doing all 
the right things, like child- 
proofing the electrical outlets 
and putting in a security sys- 
tem. But, I forgot one major 
itém — the garage door. 

Did you know that a garage 
door is the largest moving 
object in your home? Simply 
put, if you don't regularly 
maintain and check the safety 
of your garage-door opener, you 
could be putting your family's 
lives -in jeopardy, since an 
improperly:adjusted door open- 
er can exert deadly force when 
the door closes. 

The good news is thàt it's 
easy to check your garage-door 
opener. Every month, with the 
dor open, place a length of a 
two-by-four on the floor in-the 
center of the door's path. If you 
want to test your door-to a 
higher, safer standard, replace 
the wood with a new roll-of 
extra-thick paper towels (still 
in the plastic). Push the control 
button to close the door — the 
opener should reverse and 
open the door when it ‘strikes 
the wood or paper towels.-If it 
doesn't reverse, you may need 
to adi 
sitivity. Consult your owner's 
manual, or get a-qualified 
repairman over to your house 
in a hurry. s

ers have improved safety fed- 
tures, like photo eyes that 
allow the door to close only 
when the path beneath the 
door is clear. 

Doors and springs. wear out 
over time as well — you may 
want to consider replacing all 
three components as a com- 
plete system. One manufactur- 
er, Wayne-Dalton, has easy-to- 
install QuantumTM openers 
that feature wireless photo-eye 
systems and easy entrapment 
removal, as well as rolling 
access codes to thwart thieves 
who try to grab access codes 
sent out by remote controls. 

While you're at it, check the 
location of, the push-button 
wail control.

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What to Do after an Accident 


Common Sense Steps Decrease Complications 


An automobile accident can 
leave you feeling angry, anx- 
ious and scared.. When these 
emotions are triggered, it 
becomes. very easy to forget 
many of the common sense 
Steps to take to help ensure 
that the claims handling 
process for your vehicle repairs 
happens quickly, accurately 
and efficiently. The Automotive 
Service Association (ASA), a 
non-profit trade association 
serving the &utomotive service 
industry, recommends that you 
take the following steps after 
an accident’ to decrease your 
chance of complications later 
on: 

Move your vehicle to a safe 
place, and stop and identify 

„yourself to the other driver. If 
your vehicle cannot be moved, 
turn on the hazard lights. 
Proceed carefully to determine 
if there are injuries, and seek 
medical help if needed. Notify 
the police and tell theri*who 
you are, where you are and 
relate the details of the acci- 
dent. Let them know of any 
injuries or if anyone claims to 
be injured. 

Exchange information with 


the other vehicle driver, includ- 
ing driver's license number and 
vehicle registration number. 
It's also a good idea to take 
down the vehicle make, model 
and license - plate number. 
Make sure to get the other dri- 
ver’s name, address, telephone 
number and the name of his or 
her insurance company. Also 
make a list of the names and 
addresses of any passengers 
and witnesses, 

Make sure to get the names 
and badge number of any police 
officers who arrive at the scene 
of the accident. Police officers 
will file a report on your acci- 
dent if there are injurjes If a 
report is filed, ask how to 
obtain a copy of it at a later 
date. 

At the scene of the accident, 
avoid any extensive discussions 
about who is responsible for the 
damage. If the other person 
admits responsibility, offers a 
monetary settlement and you 
accept, then your right to file a 
claim against the driver may be 
compromised. Never agree to 
just forget about. the accident. 
Even though there are no visi- 
ble signs of damage to your

Since the lead is recycled, 
the customer no longer 
bears environmental liabili- 
ty and the lead stays out of 
the landfill. 

According to GNB, the 255 
million tires sold in 1995 
contributed to moré than 
31,000 tons of lead rolling 
over-the nation's PAREEN 
Prior to the recycling pro- 
gram, when the millions of 
tires were no longer needed, 
sold. the lead 
weights to scrap dealers or 
anyone who was willing to 
haul it away. There was no

Write a complete description 
of the accident as soon as possi- 
ble. Your description should 
include weather conditions, 
estimated speeds, time of day, 
road conditions and the direc- 
tion in which you and the other 
vehicle were traveling at the 
time of the accident. Draw a 
rough sketch of the site of the 
accident, and make notes about 
any statements made by the 
driver or witnesses. If you hap- 
pen to be traveling with a cam- 
era at the time of your accident, 
take photos of the damaged 
vehicles and the accident site. 

Have the vehicle towed or 
driven to the collision repair 
facility of your choice. The 
Automotive Service Association 
has members throughout the 
country who provide quality 
collision repairs and who can 
be identified by the red, white 
and blue ASA sign or in the yel- 
low pages with the ASA logo. 

Notify your insurance compa- 
ny of the accident as soon as 


possible. 

Documenting this pertinent 
information will help avoid 
complications or discrepancies 
about the details of the acci- 
dent. It will also provide you 
with a written history for your 
files should problems surface 
after your vehicle has been 
repaired to its pre-accident con- 
dition.

Changing the oil and filter 
is the most frequently 
neglected service by vehicle 
owners, according to a sur- 
vey of ASE-certified automo- 


tive technicians conducted ` 


by the National Institute for 
Auto-motive Service 


^ Excellence (ASE). 


The ASE survey asked 
technicians to list the auto 
maintenance that their cus- 
tomers most frequently 
neglect. From this survey, 
ASE compiled a Top Ten List 
of Vehicle Neglect. 

While changing the oil and 
oil filteF was the most fre- 
quently neglected service at 
21.7 percent, neglecting the 
cooling system, belts and 
hoses was ‘a close second, 
listed by 19 percent of tech- 
nicians. 

Transmission neglect.(12.3 


percent) and  neglecting 
periodic maintenance sched- 
ules (10.3 rcent) also 


rated high among the tech- 
nicians. 

"What this survey shows 
is that the least expensive 
and least time-consuming 
routine maintenance is 
being overlooked by today's 
car owners,” said Ronald 
Weiner, ASE. present. 
"Vehicle neglect càn be cost- 
ly. Serious problems and 
expensive repairs -often 
result when car owners 
don't check and change 
engihe oil, and coolant/anti- 
freeze in the radiator, or 
replace worn belts and 
hoses." 

Techrfkiang ` also listed 
other auto maintenance 
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items that are frequently 
neglected: Tune-ups, 8.7 
percent; tires, 8.5 percent; 
suspension and steering, 8.2 
percent; brakes, 7.7 percent; 
timing belts, 2.4 percent; 
and body/paint work, 1 per- 
cent. 

Since the complexity of 
today's new cars and light 
trucks limits the .mainte- 
nance and service the aver- 
age do-it-yourselfer can per- 
form themselves, ASE 
advises car owners to take 
their vehicle to a repair 
facility that employs ASE- 
certified technicians for 
periodic check-ups. Car 
owners should follow the 
recommended service sched- 
ules in the owner’s manual.

Do you keep hearing 
about a hole in the ozone 
layer? Ever wonder if you 
can help?

Most automobiles manu- 
factured before 1993 use 


the refrigerant CFC-12, 


commonly known as 
Freon, a brand name. 
Because CFC-12 damages 
the ozone layer whenever 
it leaks out of the car, the 
United States and all other 
developed nations have 
decided, under the terms of 
an international agree- 
ment, to ban thé produc- 
tion of CFC-12 and other 
ozone-depleting chemicals. 
Available supplies of CFC- 
12 in the U.S. may run out 
by as early as next year. 

If your vehicle's air con- 
ditioner needs repair and 
currently uses CFC-12, 
you should consider two 
options: 

* You can convert your 
car's air conditioning sys- 
tem to use a refrigerant 
that is safer for the ozone 
layer. Keep in mind that 
there are no laws requiring 
you to convert your air con- 
ditioning System to use a 
replacement refrigerant. 

* You can keep using 
CFC-12 until the current 
supply is used up, and your 
automotive service facility 
can no longer locate it. 
This may be the most cost- 
effective option if you are 
not planning to keep your 
car for very long. 

Converting now may 
help you save money by 
avoiding the purchase of 
CFC-12, which is becoming 
more expensive as supplies 
diminish. The cost.to con- 
vert your A/C system will 
vary depending on the 
make and model of your 
car, and on the car's histo- 
ry EPA estimates that 
when conversions are per- 
formed in conjunction with 
a repair, most vehicles.can 
be converted for less than 
$200 above the repair cost.

Battery discharge can be 
caused by a loose, missifig 
or broken generatór belt. 
Look under the hood, and 
visually check the belt; Do 
not continue driving if the 
belt is missing, broken or 
loose. (On many late- 
model vehicles, one belt — 

serpentine belt. — will 
drive several. accessories, 
including the generator.) 
If the belt is in good condi- 
tion, but the light remains 
on, immediate service 
should be performed. If 
the belt is 4 years old, 
Gates recommends chang- 
"ng the belt before it fails. 


ENGINE WARNING 
LIGHT 


This light, or a tempera: 
ture gauge, warns you of 
an overheated engine.’ If 
this - light illuminates, 
move your vehicle. safely 
pff the road, put it in park, 
turn your air conditioning 
off; open all of the win- 
dows, adjust your heat 
level to’ maximum hot, 
and turn the fan to high. 
Then, open the hood; if 
Steam or water is'coming 
from ‘the engine, stand 
rzlear to prevent getting 

urned. Visually check 
drive belts for damage or 
le ness; es y the 
water pump belt. Also, 
cheek if the cooling fan is 
running. The radiator and 
radiator hoses should not 
leak coolant. Stop the 
engine immediately if 
gonw ïs` leaking, the 
Joolihg fan is not turning, 
or the drive belt is miss-, 
ing or damaged. = 

Overheating can have a 
number of causes. It is 
often the. result of coolant 
loss or low coolant level. 
Low coolant level may be

Too much heat in your 
engine can cause serious 
long-term damage. 
Excessive heat causes 
valve stems to stick, pis- 
tons to scuff and seize, 
and cylinder heads to 
warp and crack. Serious 
damage can mean 
expensive engine replace- 
ment. 

To avoid overheating, 
constantly check the con- 
dition of the radiator and 
hoses. An easy and effec- 
tive way to check hoses is 
to perform the “squeeze 
test." When the engine is 
cool, squeeze each hose 
near every clamp and con- 
nector Use two fingers 
and a thumb to check for 
weaknesses and any limp- 
ness between the middle 
and ends of the hose. If 
the ends are soft and feel 
mushy, chances are elec- 
trochemical hose degrada- 
tion (ECD) is occurring. 
To avoid breakdowns, 
hose replacement is rec- 
ommended. 

Gates recommends 
replacing all coolant hoses 
every four years, regard- 
less' of their appearance, 
for safe driving. 

A routine inspection of 
the thermostat every six 
months will help prevent 
the possibility of over- 
heating. To check, allow 
the engine to warm up for 
10 minutes to 15 minutes, 
then feel the upper radia- 
tor hose. If the hose does 
not feel warm, the ther- 
mostat is malfunctioning 
and should be replaced. 


BRAKE-FLUID WARN-

Driving a vehicle with 
the brake-fluid light on is 
dangerous. This light sig- 
nifies that the emergency 
brake is on or the brake 
fluid in the master cylin- 
der has dropped below a 
specified level. ~ 

First, check to see if 
your emergency brake is 
applied. If it's not, then 
slow down, and pull off 
the road. Find a safe place 
to test your brakes by 
starting and stopping. If 
you judge your brakes are 
Still operating adequately, 
drive to the nearest dealer 
or repajr shop. If the 
brakes are not adequate, 
have your car towed in to 
be repaired. 

There are only two rea- 
sons why brake fluid in 
your master cylinder 
Should go down. The first 
is that the ‘brake-fluid 
level recedes during nor- 
mal brake-lining wear. 
The other, more danger- 
ous reason is that fluid is 
leaking out'of the brake 
System. 

To prevent the brake- 
fluid light from coming on, 
and ultimately brake fail- 
ure, inspect hose and hose 
couplings for leaks, sur- 
face cracking, scuffing or, 
worn spots. If any of these 
conditions exist, replace 
the faulty part. or parts 
immediately.

Be Due to Strut Mounts 


While driving around town, 
you notice your front-wheel- 
drive passenger car is steering 
rougher and a sharp popping, 
squeaking or rubbing sound 
can be heard after making a 
turn. The vehicle also may 
want to pull in the direction it, 
was.last steered. 


If any of these symptoms" 


sound familiar, the cause may 
be tied to one or both of the 
vehicle strut mount assem- 
blies, according to Al Lynch, 
manager of technical services 
for Moog Automotive. 

*Ninety percent of passenger- 
car production in the last five 
years:features strut mount 
assemblies," reports Lynch. 
"The upper strut mount 
replaces the upper control arm 
and upper ball joint used on 
traditional steering and sus- 
pension systems as the upper 
connection to the véhicle body." 

Strut mounts are hard-work- 
ing components, capable of 
supporting vehicle weight. 
Each assembly usually consists 
of a rubber core that dampens 
noise and vibrations and a 
bearing that allows the front 
wheels and strut assembly to 
turn while supporting weight. 

"Strut mounts, like any rub- 
ber suspension component, 
may become worn over time 
and can affect the suspension 
system's' geometry,” explains 
Lynch. "Whenever a suspen- 
sion component is not doing its 
job, the result can be a chain 
reaction that causes other 
parts in the, suspension system 
to work harder and wear out 
faster." 

Whenever load-carrying 
bearings become worn, they 
can cause the steering to bind. 
The binding condition is com- 
monly referred to-as “memory 
steer,” because the vehicle 
pulls in the last direction it 
was turned. 

Heavier vehicles are espe- 
cially prone.to strut mount 
wear. "As a general rule,” says 
Lynch, “a car with a V-6 engine
